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This letter is to report on the present status of plans and speci- 
fications for the additions to the sewage treatment plant. The 
earlier report of the proposed work, which included the Island Road 
pumping station, was revised to include only the treatment plant 
and resubmitted to the State Health Department at the end of 
_ 1964, and application for Federal grant made. Town funds were 
appropriated in March 1965, and the additional information re- 
quired for the Federal grant was forwarded to the State Health 
Department, and processed by them during April and May, for 
Federal funds which were made available for the fiscal year starting 
July, 1965. The application for Federal grant was approved on 
‘August 5, 1965, and the offer made and accepted. 


We have been preparing detailed plans and specifications for the 
treatment plant work and have submitted and discussed details of 
these with the State Health personnel, and expect to submit final 
plans and specifications to them the latter part of this month for 
their formal approval and submission to the Federal Public Health 
Service for their review. We would expect final approval by the 
end of February, at which time the necessary Federal Wage 
Determination will be requested to be incorporated into the 

' specifications. Bidding time will take about a month, with bids 
received by the end of March, so that construction can proceed 
early in April, for construction during this season. The existing 
plant will be continued in operation during this time, but only the 

_ necessary labor costs should be spent, until the new plant is in 
operation as outlined in our letter of November 24, 1965.

To the Most Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


My report as Town Counsel for the year 1965 is herewith 
respectfully submitted. 


During the year, as in the past, I have counseled and advise 1 
not only your Board but the other Boards, including Board of 
Appeals, Water Board, Planning Board, Department Heads, Com- 
mittees and Town Officials on the many complex and perplexing” 
legal problems that arise in the usual course of the conduct of the 
Town's affairs. ; 


Final decrees were entered on April 27th, 1965 in regard the 
cases of Warren Forrest et al versus George Cassidy et al and 
Maremount Corporation et al versus George Cassidy et al. The 
Superior Court acting through Master Allan Hale of Middleboro 
found that the Assessors of the Town of Millis were not assessing: 
uniformly and proportionally and were not assessing at full and 
fair cash value. The final decree enjoined the Board of Assessors’ 
from intentionally assessing taxable real estate in the Town of 
Millis otherwise than uniformly and proportionally, The final 
decree also enjoined the Town of Millis from intentionally setting ~ 
or establishing any tax rate based upon assessed valuations of — 
taxable real estate in the Town of Millis otherwise than at its fair 
cash value. 


In October, 1965 the petitioners in the case of Warren Forrest 
et al versus George Cassidy et al filed a Petition for Contempt 
against the Board of Assessors alleging that the Board of Assessors 
did not comply with the final decrees as set forth above. On 
October 27, 1965 at Suffolk Superior Court the Petition for Con- 
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_ tempt was dismissed by Justice Frederick S. Pillsbury without 
prejudice to the filing of a new and similar bill at a later date. 


An appeal from disapproval of a subdivision plan by the Plan- 
ning Board was heard in the Superior Court at Dedham and further 
appealed to the Supreme Judicial Court in the case of Julius 
Doliner, Trustee against the Planning Board of Millis. The Supreme 
Judicial Court in a lengthy decision made a finding in favor of the 
Planning Board of Millis and accordingly ordered a final decree to 
be entered in the Superior Court dismissing Doliner’s petition, The 
said final decree was entered at Norfolk Superior Court on January 
17, 1966. It is hoped that this will be the end of this matter 
although there is speculation that said matter may be appealed still 
further to a United States Court of Appeals. 


Cases pending in court at the present time are Brockton-Taunton 
Gas Company versus Board of Assessors of the Town of Millis, said 
cases being four in number, Edward M. Walsh, et al versus Board 
of Assessors of the Town of Millis, Town of Millis vs. Albert L. 
Giovanella, Jr., Douglas Anderson et al versus Board of Appeals of 
the Town of Millis. This office also represented the Welfare 
Board in prosecution of a case of illegitimacy in which the court 
found, in effect, in favor of the Welfare Board. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank, through your 
Honorable Board, the reporters: Fran Merkle of the Suburban 
Free Press, Grace Dalton of the Milford News and Marjorie White- 
cross of the Franklin Sentinel for their wonderful and impartial 
press coverage of all news items concerning the Town of Millis. 


As always, I have had the full co-operation of your Board and 
of all Town Officials, Boards and Committees, for which I am 
most grateful.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


A major responsibility of the Conservation Commission is the 


gathering and dissemination of information about the natural 
resources of the Town to assist all agencies having to do with 


development and planning. Growth and change are inevitable 
and they are healthy so long as intelligently directed and planned 
to make the best possible use of the available resources. Decisions 
hastily made without knowledge or forethought for the conse- 
quences can be calamitous, particularly when they involve land 


use, because such changes are generally irreversible. We are stuck — 


with them, and future generations will bear the consequences for 
good or ill. A swamp filled, a natural water shed destroyed, is 
going to stay that way for a long time. We had better think of 
that before allowing such things to happen. 


The first step towards intelligent planning is knowledge of what — 


we have to work with. A major contribution to such knowledge of 
Millis is the Soil Survey which was completed in 1965 under the 
joint sponsorship of the Conservation Commission and the Plan- 
ning Board. This report, prepared by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture Soil Conservation Service in cooperation with the 
Norfolk Conservation District, is in several sections. The section, 
General Soils Areas, is for broad, overall planning purposes. It is 
intended as a guide for zoning large areas of the town for resi- 
dential, industrial or other uses. 


Probably the most useful and generally interesting is the section, 
Soil Interpretations for Specific Land Uses. This includes detailed 
maps, indexed to the text, providing information on the limitations 
or relationships of soils in the Town for the following purposes: 
septic tanks and sewage disposal, commercial and industrial sites, 
home sites, playgrounds, sources of sand and gravel, roads, wood- 
land, school sites and information on seasonal high water tables 
and surface run-off. Other sections of the report are of more 
general or background nature. 


; 
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None of this material, nor all of it together, is intended to dictate 
lines of development. It is in no sense a Master Plan, but it is a 
basic source of information for planning which is available to all 
agencies of the Town. We hope much good use will be made of it. 


A practical application of conservation principles for the benefit 
of the Town is the development of the Richardson’s Pond area in 
accordance with a three-phase plan worked out for us by the 

Norfolk Conservation District. 


The first two phases have been accomplished this year consisting 
of enlarging the pond, rough grading the bank areas, constructing 
a bank for windbreak and scraping and leveling the bottom of the 
pond. The heavy bulldozer work was done by an outside con- 
tractor in exchange for a part of the loam removed and without 
cash outlay by the Town. 


The final phase of the work was to have been completed last 
Fall but was postponed on account of the drought. This calls for 
finish grading and planting of the banks, building a picnic area in 
the wooded section along Ridge Street and improvement of the 
parking area. In its final form the pond will have two semi- 
confined sections for hockey and a large free skating area. 


Estimated cost of the work to complete the project is about $800 
which the Commission proposes to defray out of the Conservation 
Fund. For this modest outlay the Town will have acquired a fine 
outdoor skating facility, equal to any in the area as well as an 
attractive spot for family picnics and other recreational use in 
season. The remaining swamp and meadow area will be preserved 
and managed as wild life habitat. 


_ Your Conservation Commission wishes again to bring to your 
_ attention the importance of building up the Conservation Fund. 

The purpose and intention of this fund is that, by modest annual 
_ appropriations, a reserve may be accumulated which will enable 
_ the Town to make substantial expenditures for conservation pur- 
poses as it may become necessary (land acquisition for example) 
without placing an excessive burden on the tax rate in any one 
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year. Furthermore, expenditures from the Fund for approves 
land acquisitions are 50% reimbursable to the Town. The avail- 
ability of such a fund is essential to give maneuvering room to your 
Conservation Commission in protecting the interests of the Town 
at large when tracts of land important to preserve for conservation — 
purposes may come on the market. This situation is bound to occur 
from time to time as the Town population grows and as some of — 
the larger land holdings change hands for one reason or another, 
In common prudence the Town should begin to lay away some-— 
thing against such eventualities. A modest annual appropriation 
to the Fund should become a regular habit. The Conservation — 
Commission will ask for such an appropriation in the 1966 Warrant | 
and earnestly requests the support of the voters.

The Millis Public Library, in its temporary location on 28 
Exchange Street, has been well patronized during 1965. Although — 
our excellent staff of 8 library workers have had to make many — 
adjustments to adapt these inadequate facilities for library use, with — 
their usual cheerful flexibility they have managed to offer a maxi- — 
mum of service under limiting conditions. 
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Library use has increased continuously in spite of the cramped 
quarters, and we have had so many requests for additional hours, 
that we now offer library service on Sunday afternoons from 1:30 
to 4:30 in addition to our daily schedule. We are most grateful 
to our staff for giving their weekend time in order to make this 
possible. Students with research projects now make use of our 
reference collection on Sundays, and many adults who work during 
the week are grateful to have the library open at this time. We are 
pleased to be able to offer library service every day of the week.

We have been able to continue the story hours for children from 
4 to 7 and they have been well attended on Saturday mornings, in 
spite of the drab, drafty and crowded area where they are held. 


The summer reading program, under the capable direction of 
Shirley Green and Joyce Tirrell was once more a success, with about 
190 children participating and a final outing to Logan Airport for 
all members. We are grateful to Mrs. Iseman, the Misses Joyce and 
Joan Tirrell, Shirley Green, Julie White and Mr. Walsh for 
chaperoning the trip, and to Mr. Coldwell for arranging it. 


We wish to thank Mr. Phil Lang, Mrs. Betty Proe, Miss Jody 
and Shawn Morris and other generous friends for their donations 
of books to the library. 


During the past year the prime concern of the trustees of the

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The Library Building Committee has had a rewarding year 
wherein our hopes and plans for a new library have taken form, 
been accepted by a Special Town Meeting, and preliminarily and 
provisionally been approved for Federal aid. 


Under the chairmanship of Robert M. Morse, we have had the 


pleasure of working with Mr. Richard Morehouse and Mr. John 


Chesley of the architectural firm, Morehouse and Chesley. We 
have appreciated their cooperation and flexibility in adapting our 
program to an interesting contemporary building. We have great 
enthusiasm for the plans the architects have created, and those 


_ who viewed the slides of the scale model before the Special Town 


Meeting appeared equally impressed by the distinction and 
efficiency of the design. 


We are particularly pleased with the site for our new library, 


_ which the citizens of Millis voted to transfer to us at the March, 


1965, Town Meeting. In addition to the good fortune of securing 
land at no expense to the town, the site is ideally located on the 
main street in the center of town, halfway between the two shop- 
ping areas and close to the schools. The library will have two 
approaches. In addition to the obvious Main Street entrance, it 
will also front on Auburn Road, a side street with very little 
traffic which is safe and accessible for children on foot or on 
bicycles. 


The architects describe our building as follows: 


“The design of the library is intended to be functional from the 
small library standpoint as well as to be appropriate for the site. A 


free-standing building on the corner of Main Street and Auburn 


Road, the articulation of the functions forms interior and exterior 


_ spaces which may be made quite attractive. 


“The first stage of construction will furnish 3,644 square feet of 


floor area. Proposed bookstacks will accept 14,000 volumes in the 
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Adult Area, and 6,000 volumes in the Children’s Area. The Chil- 
dren's Activity Room will be of special interest with space for 
Audio-Visual materials, meetings, story hours, ete. 


“Future expansion needs may be met by finishing the Mezzanine 
in the Adult area. This will add 800 square feet of floor area and 
space for 10,000 volumes. 


“Costs are predicated on a unit figure of $20 per square foot, — 
which seems to be a safe covering estimate these days. The $20 — 
figure will normally cover the cost of the building, complete with all _ 
finishes and services, but without movable items such as book-— 
stacks, furniture, and other specialized library equipment. We 
estimate, therefore, that the first stage of construction will cost in 
the vicinity of $73,000. On the basis of previous experience we 
estimate that the cost of metal bookstacks and basic library equip- — 
ment will be an additional $5,000. No furnishings would be included 
under this figure. The architectural fee will be 8%% of the construc- 
tion cost and the cost of furnishings and equipment which they have 
a hand in working with. 


“The outline specifications for construction are as follows: 


“The building will be either slab-on-grade or built over a crawl 
space. Sub-surface conditions preclude the inclusion of a base- 
ment in the plans. The structure will be wood frame with plaster 
interior surfaces and brick veneer exterior. Structural steel will be — 
necessary to frame for the mezzanine and roof in the Adult Section. — 
Roofing will be tar and gravel surface on the flat areas, and shingles 
on the sloping roof surfaces. Skylights will be clear glass or 
plastic. Finishing will stress the natural beauty of wood and 
stone against plain plaster surfaces. Major traffic areas will have 
stone floors. Reading areas will be carpeted. The heating system 
will be forced warm air with under-floor delivery. Provision will be 
made for future air-conditioning.” 


The total cost of the new library would be broken down as 
follows: 
$ 73,000 basic construction 
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6,200 architect's fees 
11,000 furnishings and equipment 
5,000 landscaping 
10,000 contingency 
300 consultant's fees 


$105,300 Total, of which $5,300 has already been appro- 
priated to cover architects and consultants through the completion 
of working drawings and specifications. 

The plans for the library have been preliminarily and provision- 
ally accepted for federal aid in the amount of about $25,000 which 
we understand will be in the form of reimbursement. We were 
fortunate indeed to qualify for this money, as many other libraries 
with building programs were refused. The money must be appro- 
priated at the March meeting, 1966 and construction started in this 
fiscal year, or the grant will be rescinded. 

Our schedule calls for letting out bids in February to be re- 
ceived before the March town meeting so that actual cost figures 
will be available when we present our article for financing the 
building at this time. We hope to start construction early in the 
spring, and to be operating in the new building by November, 1966. 

We wish to thank the Selectmen, the Planning Board, the Finance 
Committee, the P.T.A., the M.B.A. and the Sewer Commissioners 
for their cooperation in working with us, and we particularly 
_ appreciate the support of the citizens of Millis in recognizing the 
_ vital importance of providing housing for this prime educational 
“resource, the library.

PERSONNEL COMMITTEE REPORT 


At the 1965 annual town meeting the “Millis Wage Scale” was 
adopted by the townspeople as a part of the Personnel Administra- 
tion Plan. 


A possible need to make minor adjustments was anticipated. 
One such adjustment, and one addition are covered by an article 
in the warrant this year. All departments have been most co- 
operative, and we are pleased to report that the wage scale 
appears to be fully and smoothly operative. 


The correction to the wage scale is to recommend the adoption 
of the classification WUL-1 and classification WDC-1 under Group 
IV, Water Department. These classifications were inadvertently 
omitted from the wage scale, as presented at the last regular 
town meeting. The omission prevents the Water Department from 
making use of unskilled and casual labor when it is needed. The 
Personnel Committee recommends approval of the article so that 
this oversight may be corrected. 


An addition to the “Millis Wage Scale” to be recommended at 
the 1966 annual town meeting is the position of Sergeant of the 
Police Department. 


Your Personnel Committee believes that in consideration of the 
growth of our population and the resulting increase in demand for 
service upon the Police Department that it is necessary to establish 
a formal chain of command. It is felt that this is essential for the 
security and well being of the town in the event that the Police 
Chief is unavailable during an emergency or should he be tem- 
porarily unable to fulfill his normal duties by reason of illness or 
other incapacitation. 


The “chain of command” concept exists in the Highway Depart- 
ment with the position of Working Foreman, and in the Fire 
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é' “Department with various ranks. We believe that it is just as 
essential, if not more so, to establish this same coverage for the 
| Police Department. 


During the past year the Committee has been concerned with 
these, as yet incomplete, facets of Personnel Administration; 


1. Detailed job descriptions. 


2. The establishment of a comprehensive personnel file designed 


to cover in detail the vital statistics of all town employees. 


3. Research and establishment of recommended standards cover- 
ing merit raises, overtime, sick leave, paid absence, vacations, 
related subjects and fringe benefits. 


_ Early in 1965 Mr. George E. LaVasseur resigned from the Com- 
mittee because he was leaving this community. Mr. LaVasseur 
devoted several years and considerable effort to the Committee’s 
work, and to the final form of the wage scale. 


__ This vacancy has been filled by the appointment of Mr. Joseph 
D. Hersey, by the moderator. 


The Committee wishes to express its appreciation for the 
‘cooperation and advice given by the Moderator, Selectmen, 
‘Finance Committee, Department Heads and Town Employees, 
‘during the year.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE REPORT 
To the Citizens of Millis: 


During January and February in 1965 your School Committee 
Was represented in the following manner: John M. Ritchie, Chair- 
man; Hugh J. McCarthy, Jr., Secretary; Earl H. Merkle, Financial 
Secretary; Robert W. McDonough, Member; and Vera C. O'Neill, 
Member. 


Following the annual Town election the Committee held a 
special meeting and organized in the following manner: Hugh J. 
McCarthy, Jr.. Chairman; Vera C. O'Neill, Secretary; John M. 
Ritchie, Financial Secretary; Robert W. McDonough, Member; and 
_ Earl H. Merkle, Member. 


_ During the year Department Heads were present by invitation 

at the School Committee meetings to discuss the objectives of their 
Departments, long range plans, and the modern approaches in 
their areas. Both principals were present to discuss the overall 
peverams for their respective schools, and reported on the coordina- 
‘Hon both horizontally and vertically in their units, and reviewed 
Tong range plans. In the Millis Public Schools coordination exists 
‘Rot only within school units but from one school to the next. 


__ The Committee has voted to operate Kindergartens during the 
1966-67 school year. 
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It also approved the departmentalization of grades 5 and 6 in 
the areas of English, mathematics, history, geography, and science. 
FS 

For the second school year arrangements have been made for the 4 
actual behind the wheel driving part of the Driver Education Pro- 


gram to take place after school hours. Fred C. Browne of Walpole — 
has made both cars available for this purpose. 4 


The Committee has endorsed and supported related educational — 
programs for both youth and adults. Youth activities include the 
Summer Recreational Program and the Swimming Program at — 
Babson Institute. Adult Programs cover the area of Evening 
Practical Arts and Adult Vocational Education. Last spring the — 
Advisory Committee of the Evening Practical Arts Program ap-— 
proved a survey which was made through the Superintendent of — 
Schools’ office. The findings of this survey were used in establishing 
the Evening Practical Arts courses for 1965. 


During the year the Committee approved bids and made arrange- ; 
ments for public advertising for the purchase of a new bus, supplies, 
equipment, fuel, milk, bread, ete. 


In keeping with the School Committee policy it is suggested that 
local organizations use the facilities in the Clyde Brown and 
Memorial Schools rather than the facilities in the Junior-Senior — 
High School for their functions providing the facilities in the — 
elementary schools meet their needs. 


Special attention has been given to the grounds at all schools. 
The track at the Frederick J. Welch Athletic Field has been com- 
pleted, and the fence rearranged and extended so that it would 
enclose the entire athletic area. 


The former locker room in the Memorial School was cleared, 
remodeled and renoyated so that now the area is used for a school — 
library. This project was financed from National Defense Education — 
Act funds. 


The Committee voted to allow student pictures to be taken at the 
elementary level on an experimental basis. This was purely volun-— 
tary on the part of the parents as to whether they would or would 
not purchase these pictures. 


On four occasions representatives of the School Building Addition — 


Committee met with the School Committee to discuss common 
areas. 
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The Committee voted that Mrs. Vernon O'Neill would be the 
delegate at the annual meeting of the Massachusetts Association of 
School Committees which was held at the Belmont Hotel, Harwich, 
in September. She, Robert W. McDonough, and Superintendent 
Dr. George C. Roy attended this Convention. The Committee is 
also active in the Area IT School Committee Association and attends 
practically all of its meetings. 

As in the past, the Committee continues to serve as co-sponsors of 
the Explorers, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Cub Scouts, Brownies, and 
the American Legion Drum and Bugle Corps. 

The Committee has spent many hours and has given careful 
study to the budget and believes its request is a minimum to 
operate efficiently and successfully the school system for 1966. 

During the calendar year 1965, $10,371.30 was spent from 
National Defense Education Act funds to meet school needs. Only 
by using these funds was the Committee able to make available to 
the Town money for transfer in December from the expense account. 
Due to the fact that the Director of Guidance position was not filled 
during the latter part of 1965 a surplus was created in the Teachers’ 
Salaries account. This, together with a lower expenditure of funds 
for substitutes, created a surplus in this account. The School Com- 
mittee realizes that through the offices of the Superintendent of 
Schools and the Principals much work is done to have Millis qualify 
for federal funds. 


Last year the Committee approved the attendance of the Superin- 
tendent at the Washington-United Nations Seminar which was an 
award made available to him 

The Committee wishes to express its thanks to the members of 
the faculty, administrators, school personnel, American Legion, 
members of the PTA, the Lions’ Club, and the townspeople for the 
help and assistance in making the school year of 1965 a profitable 
one.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Schoo] Committee and Citizens of Millis: 


Herewith I present my seventeenth report as Superintendent of | 
Schools. It is the seventy-fourth report in a series of School reports 
which began in 1892. Included in my report are selections of the . \ 
reports of the principals and excerpts from other key personnel. p 


The Millis Public Schools have continued to offer a program which é 
is horizontally planned at the various grade levels, and vertically © 
coordinated from one grade to the next. : 


We are pleased that the townspeople have voted the funds for 
final plans for the addition to the junior-senior high school. Today = 
the enrollment in grades K - 6 is 1013, and grades 7-12 is 574, making _ 
a grand total of 1587. School growth continues and it is imperative 
that provisions be made for new facilities to accommodate the increase. _ 
Please check the reports of the School Building Addition Committee 
and the School Land Committee which appear in this Annual Report. — 


The following are statements or ideas taken from the various © 
reports of the department heads, coordinators, supervisors, and coaches: 


1. A responsible citizenry — this is the objective of the public 
school system and of necessity it is the only realistic objective of the 
Social Studies Department of Millis Junior-Senior High School. 


In an attempt to prepare the graduates of this institution to meet 
these challenges, the Social Studies Department, with the cooperation 
of the Administration and the Schoo] Committee, has incorporated the 
following innovations during the past year: 


a. The introduction of the Follett Series in U. S. History on the — 
seventh grade level. a: 


b. The acquisition of a more comprehensive textbook for U. S. 
History on the eighth grade level. (This has been acquired 
over a three year period.) 


c. The updating of the Civics course with emphasis on the local 
and state level. 


d. The increased use of federal government pamphlets. (This 
leads to an increased understanding of how the government 
Operates and thus better citizenship is developed.)

18. During the present school year more than seventy-five 
students in grades three, four, five, and six are receiving special help © 
under the direction of our two reading teachers. Children were admit- 
ted on the recommendation of their classroom teachers and on the 
basis of screening tests administered by the Elementary Reading 
Supervisor. Reading classes concentrate on the three main areas of 
phonics, reading comprehension, and oral reading skills. 


This year our library has been able to add more than 150 new 
books to the library shelves. We now have over 1400 books available 
for student use. The library is open four mornings a week: Monday, 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday. A team of twelve sixth grade 
student librarians processes books for over 250 students weekly. Tre- 
mendous gains have been made in the knowledge of reference skills 
among our students. Library skills are taught as part of the language — 
curriculum in grades five and six. Students as low as fourth grade © 
have learned to use the card catalog for reference purposes. Fifth and 
sixth grade students are allowed to take books home at any time. In 
grade four students may take books home if they ask their teacher 
for permission.

School Finances 


In 1965 the General Court approved the Willis Report entitled 
“Quality Education for Massachusetts — An Investment in the People 
of the Commonwealth”. This law concerns itself with public education 
from the Kindergarten through college within the Commonwealth, 
Last year in our Annual Report we stated that certain recommenda- 
tions of the Commission required no financial aid and, on the othe 
hand, to support other recommendations of the Commission financia 
aid would be needed. In 1965 no provisions were passed to meet the 
financial obligations of this law. In my mind, support of public edu= 
cation at the state level will be a major concern of the General Court 
in 1966. 


When bills relating to education are prepared and reported in our 
newspapers it would be well for those of us who believe in State _ 
support to notify our State representative and State senator concerning 
our reactions to the various proposals. We should follow the same 
procedure and notify our congressmen and United States senators con: 
cerning our wishes as the year progresses.

REPORT OF THE CLYDE BROWN AND MEMORIAL SCHOOLS 
William J. Costa, Principal 


One of the most important goals of elementary education is to 
provide for the individual within class groupings. This is vital since 
the growth of each student as an individual is our primary concern 
but it also represents a difficult problem because of the large sizes of 
the classes in a variety of subjects. We have emphasized the individual 
approach to a greater extent this year by more careful grouping, en- 
larging the remedial reading program, promoting closer parent- 
teacher-principal communication, increasing the use of individual 
diagnostic testing and the purchase of kits of graded reading materials, 
supplementary readers and library materials of varied levels. 


The maintenance of accurate and informative records is of extreme 
importance to the student. The body of academic and health knowl- 
edge about the student that is carried forward is used by succeeding 
teachers to gain additional knowledge that can be utilized to assist the 
pupil from his first day in class, to diagnose problems and to institute 
appropriate remedial action. It is also used to reveal and capitalize 
on strengths. Considerable work has been and is being done to 
eliminate duplication and provide records that are reasonably brief, 
accurate, and effective. 
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Equally important is the development of depth. This year 
fifth and sixth grades were departmentalized. Each teacher is re- 
sponsible for a major subject matter area. The students move from t 
room to room at the end of each period. This serves as preparation 
for the junior-senior high school program, but even more important, 
it allows each teacher to specialize in an area and thereby bring — 
greater knowledge to his presentations. Also, supplementary mate- — 
rials, audio visual aids, reference materials, and teaching aids are 
increasingly expensive at these levels. It is now possible to give — 
individual teachers more equipment in their areas for less cost than 
we could have formerly equipped all teachers in all the subject 
matter areas they taught previously. 


Continuous curriculum development plays a constant role in the 
work of the school. The departmentalization of fifth and sixth grades 
has been previously mentioned. A further change in those grades 
has been the introduction of a literature textbook to add another 
dimension to the reading and language areas. Short stories, essays and 
poetry by leading authors are available for reading and discussion. 
One period a week will be devoted to this. Consequently, one class- 
room set of books will be sufficient for the entire grade. 


The teachers are continuing their work on the development of a 
new social studies curriculum and a grade five and six science 
curriculum. Science instruction in the fifth and sixth grades has 
been developed into a laboratory course with demonstrations and 
experiments performed by the teachers and students. The con- 
cepts to be taught have been determined and science experiences 
devised to teach them. The revised kindergarten program has been 
directly instrumental in reducing the number of first grade re- 
peaters. The emphasis on a balanced program of social development, ~ 
reading readiness and number readiness has resulted in a better 
preparation of the students entering grade one. There has been an — 
accompanying reduction in the number of repeaters and a higher — 
level of first grade competence. Preliminary work is also being done 
in reading. It is expected that we shall commence the replacement — 
of our present reading textbooks with a new edition having a nineteen — 
sixty-six original copyright date. We are particularly fortunate in 
having up-to-date textbooks that are replaced as part of a regular 
rotational plan. } 


It is extremely important that we maintain our program of 
patriotic education. There is a strong emphasis on patriotism through- 
out our social studies program but we also try to bring it into our 
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‘school assembly series. During the school year at the various holidays, 
plays with music are given by the students that generally reflect our 
American heritage and the qualities of our democratic society. All of 


the children participate at one time or another. Art activities are also 
used as an additional method of reinforcement. 


For several years the majority of the students have joined the 
Junior Red Cross. This year we have entered a program in which the 
students will prepare center pieces and tray favors as a part of the 
regular art program to be used in veterans’ and local hospitals. It is 
important that children learn to give something personally created to 
make the lives of less fortunate people brighter. The development of 
desirable personal characteristics is as important as academic learning. 
Since the program’s activities will be staggered they will be accom- 
plished within the regular art program without involving extra time 
and without devoting excessive art teaching time to it. We are also 
utilizing Junior Red Cross films as part of our safety program. Such 
topics as “Ice Rescue” and “Swimming Safety” will be shown season- 
ally with appropriate comment and follow-up lessons from the teach- 
er. Science in the elementary schoo] not only teaches science in the 
traditional sense, but emphasizes desirable health and safety pro- 
cedures. 


The central library at the Memorial School has been vastly 
improved from the viewpoints of attractive surroundings and number 
of books available. The library is functioning very well and presently 
the books are arriving to prepare library kits of thirty books each 
for each room at the Clyde F. Brown School. The kits will be rotated 
periodically for maximum utilization. 


The National Defense Education Act has made it possible for 
public schools to purchase educational television, science, reading and 
arithmetic materials with the federal government sharing the cost. We 
have taken advantage of the Act to the limit of our eligibility. The 
quantity and quality of audio-visual and laboratory equipment have 
been strengthened immeasurably by our participation. It is expected 
that we shall continue to make use of the program as it is expanded 
in the future for the purchase of books, reference materials and other 
educational aids. 


Throughout the year the teachers have been engaged in local 
projects to improve instruction, workshops and college courses working 
toward advanced degrees. 
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In conclusion, in behalf of the faculty of the elementary schools, 
I thank the School Committee, the Superintendent of Schools, the ; 


parents, nonprofessional staff members and the various departments 
of the Town of Millis who have through their cooperation contributed 
to make this a particularly pleasant and successful school year. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF MILLIS JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL 
William A. Vellante, Principal 


The annual report of the Junior-Senior High School principal is 
submitted herewith. 


The curriculum at the secondary level has been expanded to 
include Spanish IV and Mechanical Drawing IIT. The foreign language 
program now offers a four year sequence of French, Latin and Spanish. 
Spanish IV presents the historical and literary development of Spain 
by introducing such figures as el Cid, Cervantes, el Greco, Garcia and 
Lorea. In Mechanical Drawing III, the emphasis is on architectural 
design, which includes lettering, framing details, perspective and floor 
plans. Ultimately, originality and individual design will be encouraged. 


The guidance personnel continue to serve as a supplementary aid 
to the classroom teacher. Counselors have been busily engaged in the 
accumulation of the data of each student for the use of teachers, 
counselors, administrators, and parents in order to understand and to 
assist each student in making important decisions. 


The Northeastern University Career Conferences have proven to 
be very popular with students, and arrangements have been made with 
Northeastern University officials to continue the program of offering 
fifteen speakers for the purpose of presenting vocational information 
to the students. 


Attention has also been given to those students who are interested 
in continuing their education after high school. Admissions Officers 
have visited the school to review college admission procedures with 
students, and, when feasible, staff members have attended conferences 
conducted by Admissions Officers in order to gain more insight on the 
college entrance requirements. 


a 
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Extra-curricular activities continue to play an important role in 
the life of a secondary school student who may participate in music, 
art, drama, oratory, and athletics. Some of the more talented young- 
sters have been selected to take part in All-District and All-State 
Music Concerts. Students have also been selected to participate in 
activities such as the Science Count-Down, Boys’ State, Girls’ State 
and Student Government. 


An athletic conference for boys and girls has been formed. It 
will enable participating schools to establish uniform regulations. 
The name of the organization is the Tri-Valley Conference, and its 
purpose is to promote the best interests of secondary education to the 
end that all activities of the Conference shall be an integral part of 
the educational program. 


In general, the athletic teams have enjoyed considerable success 
this year, particularly in basketball and football. The basketball team 
was a contender in its division and participated in the Eastern Massa- 
chusetts Basketball Tournament. The football team has won thirteen 
eonsecutive games and completed its most recent season undefeated 
and untied. Intramural sports at the Junior and Senior High School 
levels, as well as High School boys’ and girls’ sports, continue to be 
very popular with our young people. 


Three students of Millis High School received letters of com- 
mendation from the National Merit Scholarships Corporation. Their 
scores were among the top two percent of approximately 795,000 stu- 
dents in the nation who took part in the test. In the past three years 
a total of eleven Millis High Schoo] students have been semi-finalists 
or recipients of letters of commendation. 


In order to keep pace with the trends in education, staff members 
have been in attendance at professional meetings, workshops, and 
institutes in the areas of audio-visual, business, home economics, 
industrial arts, mathematics, physical education and science. The 
principal has represented the New England Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools, has been in attendance at Principals’ groups 
and, most recently, served as President of the Norfolk County Teachers’ 
Association. 


Many of the functions at the secondary school are brought before 
the citizenry through the media of programs such as counseling nights 
for parents of incoming seventh and ninth grade students, assemblies, 
Class Day and Graduation, Physical Education Demonstrations, exhibits 
2nd musical presentations. 
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The Administration and Staff are appreciative of the generosity 
of the agencies who have worked closely with the secondary school. 
Particular mention should be made of the religious groups, th 
American Legion, the Auxiliary, the P.T.A. and the Boosters Club fo: 
their contributions and for their services to the school. 


In conclusion, the principal wishes to acknowledge the assistan 
extended to him by the School Committee, the Superintendent, St

More and more is the public 
aware of the fact that better schoo] health services mean better pre- 
pared schoo] children, healthier and wiser adolescents, and, finally, 
better functioning citizens. 


As pointed out before, school health services can work effectively 
only if they are part of a teamwork project including the teacher, the © 
School Committee, the parents, and family physicians. All must work 
together to promote optimai growth and development of each child. 
The School Medical Staff appraises the general health of the child to — 
detect and report any deviation from the normal and makes suggestions 
for correction of the abnormal. The teacher is a very responsible — 
member of the team; because she is most in close contact with the 
child, she can refer to the Medical Staff those with rashes, respiratory — 
infections, ear or eye troubles, infections or behavior abnormalities, 
The School Committee has the important function of formulating and 
coordinating all school health activities. There would be no progress 
and no improvement if the parents did not whole-heartedly accept 
the findings and recommendations of the Medical Staff. Wherever 
possible, the family physician is brought into the picture to assume 
the responsibility of required treatment. 


| 
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The continued growth of the school population has, of course, 
resulted in greater responsibility for the Medical Department. Several 
days are set aside for the examination in the Spring of the large 
number of new enrollees for the kindergarten. The first semester is 
taken up with routine physicals for the elementary and junior-senior 
high schools. Most common defects were found in throat, teeth, 
posture, feet and nutrition. We had no problem with contagion. Our 
athletes had their best year ever and fortunately we had no serious 
injuries. The School] Medical Staff participated in Diphtheria, Whoop- 
ing Cough and Tetanus, Polio and Flu immunization clinics sponsored 
by the Millis Visiting Nurse Association and Board of Health. 


We gratefully thank all the members of our Schoo] Health Team, 
mamely, our school nurse, School Committee, school personnel and 
parents, for working so closely together — their help and cooperation 
are indispensable. 


REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
Myrtle A. Coldwell, R.N. 


Once again it is my privilege to submit a report of health services 


_ in Millis. While most of the clinics and testing programs are for the 
_ school children, there are others in which the preschoolers, the school : 
_ personnel and townspeople may also participate. 


This Fall Dr. Zalvan, School Physician, examined 674 pupils in 
grades three, five, seven, ten and twelve and all newly admitted 


i pupils. If a condition needing attention was found the parents were 
notified and advised to see their family physician. 


Preschool Registrations which are held each Spring help us to 


_ determine the number of children entering kindergarten in the Fall, 
" as well as to acquaint us with those who, because of a physical condi- 


tion, might need special consideration while at school. 


One hundred and two children were examined by Dr. Zalvan and 


) the dental hygienist. 


For some children the adjustment to school is difficult. Often- 
times, the parent, teaching staff and nurse working together are able 
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to help the child in this adjustment. When it becomes apparent that 
our methods are not remedying the situation, the principal, teacher 
and nurse hold a conference with a consultant from the Greater © 
Framingham Mental Health Association. 


If, however, the situation proves too complex to be resolved in this 
manner, then a consultation of principal, teacher, nurse and parent is 
usually arranged, and for some a referral to the Greater Framingham 
Mental Health Center is advised. 


For about ten years Dr. Norman Cohen has served as our school 
consultant as well as providing valuable consultation service to the 
Millis Well Child Conference, sponsored by the Millis Visiting Nurse 
Association. His insight into the needs and feelings of children for 
whom we were seeking help, as well as his suggestions to the teachers 
and nursing staff will be sorely missed. In November Dr. Cohen left 
the Greater Framingham Mental Health Association to establish a 
School for Emotionally Disturbed Children in Concord. Our loss will 
most certainly bring help to many other children in need of his 
particular knowledge. 


Mr. Braunstein is now handling the consultation service for the 
Millis Schools. We hope this will also prove to be a meaningful 
experience for teachers and nurses. 


This year the Norfolk County Hospital, as part of its Tuberculosis 
Detection Program, gave Heaf tests to pupils in grades one, seven 
and eleven whose parents requested that this screening be done. Any 
child who had a positive test was checked by a second skin test and 
members of the family were also asked to have a check-up. 


Today we have become rather complacent about tuberculosis, yet 
we need not be. Tuberculosis is again felling not only our aged and 
infirm, but our young teenagers. It concerned me, on a recent visit 
to the Norfolk County Tuberculosis Hospital, to learn that 7-9 teen- 
agers were hospitalized with tuberculosis and that the potential was 
for more, not less. 


To put this on a national scale, the U. S. Aircraft Carrier Wasp 
has had active tuberculosis on board. How does this affect us? Boards 
of Health in communities from which these men came have been 
asked to “check out” their families as contacts, especially if the 
servicemen have recently been home on leave, 


May I urge you to make every effort to have your family checked 
out, and to follow all leads when a “positive” is found, 
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‘ In Millis Schools we will again offer tuberculosis screening tests 
in selected grades. 


In Millis, at present, we have two dental programs. One, run by 
the Millis Board of Health, has served the children of Millis for many 
years. Here, dental X-rays, exams, and treatments are done by Dr. 
-H. Brown. Because of the number of families desiring care it is not 
- any longer possible to complete much more than the lower elementary 
grades. Clinic statistics are included in Dr. Brown’s report. 


The other program is a research project conducted by Tufts 
Dental School. Through this program the effectiveness of one mouth 
wash over another, or the effectiveness of a cleansing rinse after a 
“meal has been studied. Most recently in Millis we have been involved 
“with a noontime tooth brushing program. 


Again in the field of preventative medicine, several immunization 
clinics have been held. Certainly, as you people have listened to 
‘radio or television you could not have missed all the publicity concern- 
ing the immunization of children and adults against polio; of adults 
and children against diphtheria and tetanus; or diphtheria, whooping 
cough and tetanus for the younger children. Many adults feel they are 
“too old” for these childhood diseases to affect them. This is not so! 
Today many young adults, many young parents, grandparents and 
_“golden-agers” are contracting these so-called childhood diseases, 
which we, in recent years, have felt were almost non-existent. 


Right now you as parents and citizens are being urged to ade- 
quately protect yourself from these diseases and to make certain those 
near to you are also protected. 


This year, at our Annual Spring Toxoid Clinics, sponsored by the 

Millis Visiting Nurse Association and the Millis Board of Health, 21 
children received complete immunization and three others received 
_ the doses necessary to complete their protection. 


To further protect our children the toxoid clinics were held in 
_ the schools for our school groups. Three hundred and five received 
_ diphtheria and tetanus boosters and 376 received diphtheria, whooping 
_ cough and tetanus boosters, while another ten children received the 
series of three needed for their initial protection. 


The Millis Board of Health and the Millis Visiting Nurse Associa- 
_ tion also offered Sabin Vaccine to all in the community who desired 
it. 1425 booster doses were given and 110 received other necessary 
doses. 
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In October and November influenza vaccine was offered to all _ 
town personnel. In all 207 doses of vaccine were given. This pro = 
vided two doses to many of the personnel and for others it provide ie 
the dose needed to complete their immunization. 


Here I must point out that for some of these immunization pro= 
grams the vaccine is provided by the State or County, while in other _ 
instances the vaccine is ordered against your signature that you would — 
like it. When this is the case, the vaccine has been ordered and your 
failure to follow through leaves many doses unclaimed and causes : 


unnecessary expense to the community 2 


For a few years one rarely heard of abscessed ears and mastoids, " 
For the past couple of years much has again been heard of them, — 
partly due to the strains of infectious organisms now about us, and 
partly because we have become lax in treating the common cold; lax — 
in making certain our children are wearing hats, rubbers and, yes, 
even undershirts in the cold of winter. Virulent germs are delighted 
by your inattentiveness to proper clothing for your “little ones” or 7 
your “teenagers”. ; 


I most urgently suggest that as parents you observe your children @ 
as they play, and even as they eat, to see if they are truly seeing or 
if when they are spilling things it is that they cannot see properly. 


I particularly recall one child who cried daily as she was sent to F 
school, who cried much of the time in school, and as I earlier men- 
tioned, principal, teacher, nurse, and mother tried all the “tricks in 
our bag” to make this child like school, but to no avail. As the school 
year progressed it was discovered that this child had a serious eye 
defect. Her problem was that she wanted so to please but was unable 
to do so because she could barely see at all, let alone see letters, 
words, ete. This child now has glasses, is doing well in school, and 
her teacher calls her a lovely little girl. 


When we find a child who fails either the vision or hearing test 
the parents are notified, However, if you suspect your child is not 
seeing or hearing properly a check with a qualified person is indicated. 


Often, conditions of eyes and ears change as the general health of the 
child changes. 


In submitting this report I must acknowledge that while it is my 
privilege to plan and carry through these programs they would not be 
possible except for the willingness of so many people to give of their 
time and talents whenever the situation warrants it. 
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To the many service organizations who have provided staffing of 
clinics and financial assistance, to the School Committee, Dr. Roy 
and the school personnel, my thanks. 


To Dr. Zalvan, who is always willing to check on children who 
need it; to the Board of Health who have allowed the development of 
community health programs; to the Millis Visiting Nurse Association 
who find the extra time “to cover” any and all clinics and who wil 
always run one more project to earn the money necessary to buy 
equipment needed for a specific program, and to cover bills for it, 
my thanks. 


My report is now the report of three public health nurses working 
together to give nursing and health services to the townspeople and 
the Millis Schools. Mrs. Brodeur and Mrs. Prue ably assist me in all 
my endeavors. 


I wish also to thank you as parents and townspeople for your 
cooperation and participation in the town programs, for these programs 
are only worthwhile when families receive service from them. 


REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DENTIST 
Herman L. Brown, D.M.D. 


A very successful series of Dental Clinics — thirty-four in all — 
_ were held this year for the period extending from September, 1964 
to June, 1965. 


; After oral and X-ray examinations, notices were sent home 

_ stating the corrective work needed, and many parents elected to have 
_ this work done at the School Clinics. Im all, 106 children were X-rayed 

and 87 children were treated. Treatment consists of 104 fillings in 

permanent teeth, 239 fillings in temporary teeth, and 87 cleanings. 
One temporary tooth was extracted. 


I wish to emphasize once more the necessity of checking children’s 


_ teeth two to three times a year. We, at the School Clinics, can do this 


' only once during the year.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of Millis: 


At a special meeting held on Wednesday, March 3, 1965 tha 


Board of Selectmen organized with Dexter M. Gould, Chairman; 
Thomas S. Lydon, Clerk; and James B. White. 


Regular meetings were held every Monday except during July, 
August and September when regular meetings were held twice 4 
month. During this year twelve hearings were held and many special 
meetings. 


During the year 1965 the Board of Selectmen began their program 
of building sidewalks and in the year 1965 did construct approxi- 
mately 1450 feet of sidewalks. We hope the people in the Town of 
Millis will support this program and the monies needed for the 
year 1966. 


We had also hoped in the year 1965 to improve the street lighting, 
however because of the fiscal situation the Selectmen decided not 
to do this program, except where individual lights were desperately _ 
needed, and returned the money to the Town Treasury. We do 
think, however, that the program should be continued and the- 
Selectmen have submitted to the Finance Committee its recom- 
mendations for this program for the year 1966. 


Fire and Police Alarm Office 


The following calls were received at the Fire and Police Alarm” 
Office during the year 1965: 


Ambulance 98 
Fires 85 
Accidents 84 
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Oxygen 4 
General Police Calls 6053 
Visiting Nurse Calls 39 
Fire Permits Issued 501 


Each time the fire whistle blows, this office is swamped with 
calls — just inquiries as to the location of the fire. This means that 
for a period of fifteen or twenty minutes or longer, every telephone 
line is busy. If during this time there was an EMERGENCY, a 
person would not be able to reach the Alarm Office. 


Therefore, we ask the townspeople to cooperate with us and not 
call the fire or police numbers to ask the location of a fire. 


Highway Report 


Your Highway Department has had the busiest year in its history. 
In addition to its regular routine work we have had five major 
projects to complete which are as follows: 


1. Drainage from the Housing for the Elderly to Rosenfeld 
Road — 700 ft. of 10 in. pipe. 


2. Drainage on Village Street — 1360 ft. of 24 in. pipe. 


3. New Hot top sidewalks were built on Main Street from the 
Post Office to Bowling Alley. Also on Exchange Street from 
Maple Avenue to Island Road. 


4. Woodlawn Drive was rebuilt and drainage installed. 


5. Chapter 90 Construction work on Dover Road was the largest 
project your Highway Department had in 1965. It was 
necessary to cut down the steep hills, fill in the deep hollows, 
straighten the curves, and widen the traveled way to 30 ft. 
Drainage has been installed in this new 3,000 ft. section, 
starting at the Medfield town line, ending this year at Island 
Road. 
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The present bridge crossing the Charles River between Med- 


field and Millis has been condemned by the State because of — 
its location, and major need of repair. Your Board of Select- _ 
men and Superintendent of Streets are working together with E 
the same officials from the Town of Medfield to resolve this _ 
problem with the construction of a new bridge. It is hoped 
that special funds will be provided by the State for this > 


project. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance funds were used on Main Street to_ 
resurface a section with 1482 tons of hot top, from the Medfield — 


Town Line to Eden Street. 


Chapter 81 funds were used for general maintenance of all — 


Town accepted streets. 


The following Streets received a liquid asphalt application with 
a sand cover: Curve Street, Auburn Road, Ridge Street, Causeway 


Street, Grove Street, Oakview Avenue, Van Kleeck Road, Pleasant ~ 


Street, Spencer Street, and Hammond Lane. 


Four hundred tons of hot top was applied to Curve Street from 
the Ruberoid Corner to Holbrook’s Square. 


Seven hundred and seventy-seven tons of hot top was applied — 


to Village Street from Birch Street to Forest Road. 


Three hundred and four tons of hot top was applied to V illage 
Street from Acorn Street to the residence of Mael Brothers.

In 1965 seven storms deposited 30 inches of snow. Some three 
hundred and thirty-three tons of salt, and one thousand five hundred

An examination and verification was made of the financial 
transactions of the town as recorded on the books of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or com- 
mitting bills for collection. 


The books and accounts in the town accountant’s office were — 
examined and checked. The general and appropriation ledgers — 
were analyzed in detail. The recorded receipts were compared with ' 
the treasurer's books and with the records in the several departments _ 


from the audit were made, and a balance sheet showing the financial 
condition of the town on May 12, 1965 was prepared and is — 
appended to this report. 


It is recommended that whenever a department sends out bills — 
for collection the accountant be notified promptly of the amount so” 
that he may be enabled to record the charges on his books. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined | 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and 
compared with the departmental records of payments to the treas-— 
urer, with other sources from which the town received money, and — 
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z with the town accountant’s books. The recorded payments were 
checked with the approved warrants authorizing the disbursement 
of town funds and with the town accountant’s Bonke 


The treasurer's cash balance on May 12, 1965 was proved by 
actual count of the cash in the office, by examination of a savings 
bank book, and by reconciliation of the bank balances with state- 
ments and certificates furnished by the banks of deposit. 


The payments made for maturing debt and interest were com- 
pared with the cancelled securities and coupons on file and with 
the amounts falling due. The outstanding coupons were listed and 
reconciled with the balances as shown by statements furnished by 


the banks of deposit. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town 
were examined. The taxes transferred to the tax title account were 
compared with the tax collector's books, the recorded redemptions 
were checked with the receipts as recorded on the treasurer's cash 
book, and the tax titles and tax possessions on hand were listed, 
reconciled with the town accountant's ledger controls, and compared 
with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The savings bank books representing the investments of the trust 
_ and investment funds in the custody of the town treasurer were 
_ examined and listed. The income was proved and all recorded 
_ transactions were verified.

__ The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and 
_ State taxes, Blue Cross and Blue Shield, group insurance, and the 
_ county retirement system were examined and checked. The 
‘amounts withheld were compared with the treasurer's recorded 
_Tteceipts and the payments to the proper agencies were compared 


_ with the vouchers on file. 


_ The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked. The taxes, excise, and assessments outstanding at the 
_ time of the previous examination, as well as all susema reat com- 
£ ‘Mnitment lists, were audited and verified. The cash book additions 
_ were proved and the reported payments to the Treasurer were com- 
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pared with the treasurer's recorded receipts. The recorded abate- 
ments were chceked with the assessors’ records of abatements 

granted, the amounts transferred to the tax title account ‘were 
proved, and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled — 
with the respective accounts in the general ledger. The collector's — 
cash balance on May 12, 1965 was proved by reconciliation of the 
bank balance with a qeusanent furnished by the bank of deposit — 
and by actual count of the cash in the office. 


The records of departmental and water accounts receivable were _ 
examined and checked. The commitments were verified, the record- _ 
ed collections were proved with the payments to the treasurer, the _ 
abatements were compared with the departmental records of abate- — 
ments granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed, checked — 
with the available records in the several departments, and reconciled 
with the controlling accounts in the town accountant’s ledger. 


The outstanding tax, excise, assessment, departmental and water _ 
accounts were further verified by mailing notices to a number of © 
persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the 
town, and from the replies received it appears that the accounts, 
as listed, are correct. 


The surety bonds on file for the several town officials were exam- 
ined and found to be in proper form, 


The assessors’ warrants for the commitment of taxes, excise, and 
assessments were listed and compared with the detailed lists, and — 
the records of abatements granted were compared with the amounts — 
recorded in the tax collector's commitment books and in the town — 
accountant’s ledger. . 


The records of apportioned sewer and water assessments not 
due were examined. The payments to the treasurer in advance 
were checked with the treasurer's recorded receipts, the amounts — 
added to taxes were verified, and the apportionments due in future — 
years were listed and proved with the town accountant's ledger 
accounts. 
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It is recommended that the assessors promptly notify the tax 
collector of all abatements granted, and that they report these 
abatements to the town accountant at least monthly. 


The town clerk's records of dog and sporting licenses issued were 
_ examined and checked. The recorded payments to the treasurer and 
to the State were verified by comparison with the treasurer’s books 
and with the receipts on file, and the cash balance was proved by 
count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the bank 
balance with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The records of water guarantee deposits were examined and 
checked. The deposits were listed, the refunds to depositors and the 
transfers to the town to cover the cost of work were verified, and 
the deposits on hand were proved with the town accountant’s 
ledger controls. 


The records of departmental cash collections by the board of 
selectmen, the sealer of weights and measures, and the building and 
wire inspectors, as well as by the police, health, sewer, highway, 
school and library departments, and by all other departments in 
which money was collected for the town, were examined and 
checked. The payments to the town treasurer were verified by 
- comparison with the treasurer's and the accountant’s books, and the 
cash on hand in the several departments was proved by actual count. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing reconciliations of the treasurers and the town 
clerk's cash, summaries of the tax, excise, assessment, tax title, 
_ departmental, and water accounts, as well as schedules showing the 
condition and transactions of the trust and investment funds.
